Bloodshed Renews a Kansas County-Sent 
Wnr. 
Wichita, Kan., June24.—Col. Samuel 
N. Woods, who was a prominent factor 
in the opening of the western part o f 
the state and had been a leader in 
politics since the early days of Kansas,* 
was shot to death by James Brennan 
at Hugoton, Stevens county, Tuesday. 
The two men met in the courthouse 
and renewed an old-time quarrel, and 
Brennan emptied three chambers of his 
revolver into Woods’ body. Woods and 
Brennan were arrayed on different 
sides in the famous Hugoton-Woods- 
dale county seat fight of three years 
a g a when everyone in the county 
w ent armed and people were killed 
every day, and it was a renewal of this 
old feud th at led to the present killing. 
Woods was the man who led the alli­ 
ance into the impeachment proceedings 
against Judge Botkin which have re­ 
cently closed. Brennan was arrested. 
The tragedy resulted directly from 
one immediately preceding it, which 
has become known the county over as 
the “Sheriff Cross murder case.” The 
county seat war was waged between 
the towns of Hugoton and Woodsdale. 
The latter was founded by Sam Woods, 
the victim 
of 
the 
murder, 
who 
was 
the 
leader 
of 
the faction 
which held th at in the county seat 
election the victory had been obtained 
by fraud by the adherents of Hugoton. 
Several ineffectual attem pts had been 
made by the Woodsdale people to re­ 
move the county records from Hugoton 
to 
Woodsdale 
and 
establish 
the 
county seat there. 
One day about 
twenty-five 
Woodsdale men 
armed 
themselves 
and 
marched in 
the 
direction 
of 
Hugoton. 
They 
were m et by Sheriff Cross, of Hugoton, 
w ith a posse. In a parley wlych en­ 
sued the Woodsdale people said they 
had no 
belligerent intentions 
and 
were only going to the Indian terri­ 
tory hunting. 
They marched down 
to the Indian territory, and Sheriff 
Cross and his posse followed them. 
T hat same night a battle ensued be­ 
tween the two parties in which the 
sheriff and five of his posse were killed. 
Most of the Woodsdale party were ar­ 
rested on 
a 
w arrant issued from 
the 
United 
States 
court 
a t 
Paris, 
Tex., 
in 
the 
criminal 
Jurisdiction of which is the Indian 
territory. The trial resulted in convic­ 
tion. The case was appealed to the su­ 
preme cqurt, whelp the verdict was re­ 
versed and the case remanded for trial. 
The case is still pending. During th* 
trial at Paris, Tex., Brennan was one o f 
the principal witnesses for the state and 
Woods was one of the defendants' 
counsel, 
and during the 
trial 
he 
handled 
Brennan 
without 
gloves. 
Brennan swore revenge, and when he 
heard Tuesday th at Sam Woods was in 
town he arm ed himself, and after a 
search found 
Wooods 
standing on 
the 
courthouse 
corner. 
W ithout 
warning 
he 
drew 
his 
revolver 
and fired three shots into his vic­ 
tim’s heart. Woods expired without ut­ 
tering a word. 
Woods was very pop­ 
ular in Woodsdale and when the news 
of his murder reaches there it is feared 
the people will seek revenge and th a t 
the war between the two towns will be 
renewed.

A nnouncem ent o f th e G overnm ent's R ead­ 
iness to D iscuss R eciprocity. 
Ot t a w a , Ont., June 24.—The budget 
was brought down in the house of com­ 
mons Tuesday. 
The leading features 
were reference to reciprocity issues 
and the announcement of the abolition 
o t the duty on raw sugar, by which act 
th* treasury loses and the sugar con­ 
sumers are freed from over $3,000,000. 
During the last year the exports to 
the United States had fallen off over 
$1,000,000, hut the exports to Great 
Britain, Germany, etc., had increased 
correspondingly. 
While bank after 
bank in the United States had gone 
down in the recent stringency, Cana­ 
dian institutions had stood without 
harm. 
This was attributed to Canada's 
good banking laws. 
The government was prepared to 
meet the government of the United 
States and endeavor to agree upon 
equitable term s to remove the causes 
now preventing the freedom of trade 
between Canada and the United States. 
No self-respecting government could 
do more than this and should not 
tie asked to do more. 
While the 
government would 
do 
all 
in its 
power to come to an honorable ar­ 
rangement, it would never agree to any 
proprsal by which Canada would be 
shut out from trade with Great Britain 
or any other country in the world. 
The net debt of the dominion now Is 
$239,570,000. 
Sir Richard Cartwright, in reply, 
claimed that the government was not 
taking the duty off sugar because it 
was in the 
interest 
of 
the peo­ 
ple, but because the United States 
had done so. 
He attacked the fiscal 
policy of the government at length 
and moved that the negotiations which 
the house 
has been informed are 
to open at Washington In October next 
should be conducted upon a basis of the 
most extended reciprocal freedom of 
trade between Canada and the United 
States in manufacture, as well as in 
natural products.

Not 
knowing there was any law against loaning the 
state money in my hands, I did loan to Robert 
Glendenning & Co. and several national banks 
In the city and to several other banks through 
EL H. Yard various sui is of money. Every dol­ 
lar of the money I loaned, either to Glendon* 
ning & Co. cr to banka was returned at the 
times fixed by me, together with Interest, and 
all of this money, both the principal and in 
terest, so returned to me I have paid over. No 
part of that money is now in my possession. 
“Second charge, receiving interest on state 
money—It is true I|did receive interest on state 
money, bul it is equally true that I did not 
know of any law which made it a crime for me 
to do so. The interest so received amounts to 
thousands of dollars, all of which has already 
been paid by me to the state or will be col­ 
lected by my assignee out of my assets, 
have none of it in my possession. 
“Third charge, buying securities with public 
funds—It is true that I did buy some of the se­ 
curities named in part with public money. I did 
not bay ’ he securities, however, with any 
thought of retaining them, but only with the 
thought of making secure a portion of the 
large amounts in my hands, with the inten­ 
tion of seiiing the same when required to make 
payments to tho state. The securities so pur­ 
chased have all been sold and the proceeds 
paid over, together with all dividends on the 
same, and no portion of this money is in my 
pocket. 
I 
am 
especially 
anxious 
that 
this 
court 
and 
the 
publics 
shall 
fully 
and clearly understand 
that 
neither the state nor the city is the loser to the 
extent of one dollar by reason of my doing any 
of these things for which I have been indicted. 
On the contrary, the profits arising from these 
transactions, which exceed all the losses, have 
been put by me within the control of the au­ 
thorities, to whom they belong. 
“It has been asserted in the papers that 
many prominent politicians and others have 
been borrowers from me and have shared in 
some way the profits of the office. I want to 
say in this connection it is true I have 
assisted 
many men in private, political 
and 
public 
life 
in small loans, yet In 
every instance so far as I can remember the 
money has either been returned or is amply 
secured, and in no case has there been any per 
son or persons benefited to the extent of one 
dollar by reason of my holding the office. I 
have not shared the profits of the office with 
any one. I was not aware of the existence of 
the act of 1860, under which I was arrested. 
The act was passed over thirty years ago, and 
there has never been any action brought under 
it to the present time. 
“I was ignorant of there being any law pro­ 
hibiting what I have done, or I would never have 
attempted it. I am aware that ignorance of law 
is no excuse for its violation, but it is, neverthe 
less, and must be so admitted by all fair- 
minded persons. I never in my life violated 
the law to my knowledge, never was even ac­ 
cused of it, never was arrested in my life on 
any charge, and have always tried to be a good, 
faithful citizen in every respect. 
“I have accounted for every dollar of the 
money collected by me, and I have shown that 
I did not keep one dollar of it to my own use. 
Having accounted for all moneys collected by 
me or intrusted to my care, I can’t be called 
dishonest; It cannot be said I have robbed or 
embezzled, cheated or defrauded either the 
city or state, and when I have made all repara­ 
tion In my power by turning over all my prop­ 
erty and giving a'l possible assistance to both 
city and state what more can I do?”

M ilton, June 24.—The following 
letter from Pres. W hitford, will be of 
interest to the readers of The Gazette. 
His topic is. “ The Relative Cost of 
Living in Free Trade England and in 
Protective 
Tariff America.” 
Prof. 
W hitford says: 
I have visited several cities in 
southern England, stayed nearly two 
weeks in London, and conversed with 
intelligent residents in the central and 
northern portions of the island. 
The 
conditions which govern the cost of 
food and clothing and the price of la­ 
bor, I find, are quite uniform through­ 
out th et country ; my attention was 
first called to the fact, 
th at the 
charges for meals at the restaurants, 
coffe houses and hotels, are a t least 
one half more than in Chicago and 
New York for the same victuals, the 
only exception I would make between 
is, th at the quantity served in Eng­ 
land is usually somewhat less as re­ 
gards bread, meat, potatoes and but­ 
ter. 
In some of the homes of even 
tye well-to-do people, the difference 
still 
greater. 
We 
can 
buy 
at 
retail 
in 
the 
United 
States as much wheat flour for one 
dollar as in England for one dollar and 
sixty cents. 
Beef steak sold with us 
for twelve cents brings in England 
sixteen cents; butter with 
us for 
twenty-two, in England thirty-six; 
sugar now w ith us for four to five 
cents, in England seven to eight cents; 
and cheese w ith us for ten cents, in 
England for sixteen cents. 
American 
pork which is imported in great quan 
titles is sold to the common laboring 
men at a good profit. 
We can get at 
our groceries twenty-one eggs for the 
money paid in England for a dozen. 
Tea and Coffee are Costly. 
“ I am not giving the exceptional 
cases, but the averages. As is known, 
England has a revenue tariff on tea 
and coffee, which are adm itted abso­ 
lutely free into tho United States. 
In both cases all th at is used must be 
imported. 
Exactly the same quality 
of tea is bought by us for fifty cents 
and by the Englishmen for seventy- 
five 
cents. 
An American country 
store will sell for twenty-five cents 
the same quantity of coffee for which 
a grocery in an English city will 
charge forty cents. 
It is true 
th at 
you can purchase tin-ware in England 
somewhat cheaper than in America. 
A farm laborer or a mechanic goes to 
his daily task in the former country 
carrying a tin-pail which may have 
cost him in the beginning eighteen 
cents. 
A workman of either class in 
the latter country would pay for the 
same article tw enty cents. 
But it 
costs an Englishman thirty-six cents 
to put into his pail the necessary fo o d 
for which an American pays only 
twenty-five 
cents. 
It 
is 
also 
true 
th at 
the 
better 
class 
of 
woolen 
goods 
are 
cheaper 
in England. 
This includes felt hats, 
blankets for beds 
and tailor-made 
clothes. 
But the garm ents worn by 
the common people every day, which 
are denominated ready-made clothing, 
are, as a rule, somewhat higher. 
C otton C om es H igh. 
Plain cotton cloth, unbleached or 
bleached, and even the prints which 
are usually called calico, costs more 
than in our own country. 
Goods of 
this kind which are re ta lia te w ith us 
for six and seven cents per yard and 
in England for seven and eight cents, 
and with us prints for twelve cents; 
and in England for fourteen cents, 
Other examples could be given, as in 
the case of shoes and boots; or in the 
case of common linens, which are sold 
cheaper in the United States at retail 
than even in Dublin, Ireland. A skill­ 
ful mechanic who has worked in the 
water-tube steam boiler establishment 
of Babcock & Wilcox in New York and 
in Glasgow, Scotland, and London, 
England, states after years of experi­ 
ence in 
both 
countries, th at 
he 
can 
sopport himself 
and 
family 
better 
on 
the 
wages of 
three 
dollars 
and 
a 
half 
a 
day 
in America than for five dollars in 
Great Britain. 
But w hat a contrast 
between the compensation paid for 
labor. 
The Singer Sewing Machine 
company employ thousands of work­ 
men in Elizabeth Port, New Jersey, 
and in Glasgow, Scotland. 
Sam e W ork B a t B igger W ages. 
For precisely the same labor they 
pay about twice the wages in the 
former. 
An extra experienced farm 
hand, who can perform all the vari­ 
ous kinds of work in such a situation, 
commands only one hundred and twen­ 
ty-five dollars a year, at the rate of 
ten and a half dollars per m onth— 
less than fifty cents per day—while 
less skillful laborers receive much less. 
This information is furnished by a 
gentleman who owns and manages a 
good sized estate near Leeds. 
Help 
in their house, or their servant wo­ 
men, and even their governesses, re­ 
ceive one-fourth less per week than 
our hired girls. 
A school-master in 
London, in charge 
of the highest 
grade in the prim ary department, and 
fitted 
for 
his 
position 
in 
a 
London 
institution 
for 
the 
training of teachers and having had 
some years of experienc, told me th at 
his salary amounted to thirteen dollars 
per month. 
But it may be asked, 
How do these English laborers man­ 
age to live on such compensation?” 
Well, it is rare th at one of them saves 
enough to have a home of his own; 
and they subsist, as a rule, on food 
which, for both quality and amount, 
an American would not be satisfied 
with. 
Besides, they are compelled to 
economize in many ways in respect to 
clothing and incidedtal expenses as 
well as to food and shelter, ways with 
which our workmen are strangers.
